Becayse we 
continually are immersed in 
change, we can see only the 
great changes such as wars, the 
rise of the massive. Marxist 
state, the littleunderstood mir- 
acles of science, and so on. 

So, we who were grown men 
with children of our own, talked 
to this man, one of the nation’s 
great teachers, as naively as if 
we, too, were boys again. 


Education 


Phillips-Exeter Academy was 
incorporated April 3, 1781. 
the charter are these words of 
John Phillips: 

‘‘Goodness without knowledge 
is weak and feeble. Knowledge 
* without goodness is dangerous. 
Both combined form thé noblest 
character and lay the surest 
foundation f usefulness to man- 
kind.”’ 

There is the best definition of 
what education may mean to an 
indivjdual and to a society.’ 

We asked him questions like 
these: “er 

*“‘How do boys coming to your 
school today compare with those 
of your own days there and of 
when you began to-teach there, 
almost a quarter cefitify ago?”’ 

‘They are of a higher level of 
intelligence,’’” he said. ‘There 
. is no doubt about it. But that 
should. not be surprising.” 

‘What about poise, manners, 
attitudes and so on today as com- 
pared with your own time?’”’ 

‘IT would say there is not any 
appreciable difference in poise, 
manners and so on. I do find, 
at our school, there is A turning 
toward the classics and away 
from the sciences. I do not know 
how to evaluate it. These are 
boys 16 and 17 and thereabouts. 
It seems to me it well may be 
they are expressing, perhaps un- 
consciously, the feeling that sci- 
ence, for all its advancement, is 
not the whole answer.”’ 


Religion 


What, then, is 
toward religion? 

“I believe Ian say with ys- 
surance that there is more of a 
feeling for religion and a willing- 
ness to discuss it than ever be- 
fore. We have compulsory at- 
tendance on Sunday, either at 
the school service or at a church 
of one’s own choice. We offer 
courses in religion. One of the 
liveliest discussion in our school 
paper has been on the subject of 
religion.” 

Is there a factor which seems 
disturbing” 

‘There is one. I am disturbed 
about the American family. It 
seeras to me to be leaving to 
schools and church schools what 
really can best be taught in the 
home—a knowledge of what is 
right and wrong—to use a gen- 
eral phrase. Too many homes 
today seem to teach nothing at 
ae yk 

“Would there be any feature 
which seems different from your 
own days at the school?” 

‘There see:ns to be less con- 
cen.ration on what they are go- 
ing to do to make a living than 
in my time. I believe that may 
easily be explained by the fact 
military service is ahead for all 
of them.”’ 

All in all, the talk seemed to 
add up to what ought to be obvi- 
ous—namely. that the present 
generation is, generally speak- 
ing, an improvement on the old. 

The probiem remains what it 
always has been—the need for 
education, at home and in school. 
There are millions more boys, 
and girls, than ever before. Yet 
only about 20 per cent of each 
hundred who enter high school 
as freshmen remain to graduate. 
This—-in a world which eye 
more knowledge to hold a jo 
and to be able to rationalize 
one's self with what goes on 
ebout us—is dangerous. It pro- 
vides followers for th: McCa:- 
thys of our country and the world.

Larson says “‘generations of 
Georgians have been burying on 
this spot.”’ 

In the burial mound more than 
30 burials were uncovered, turning 
up an archaeologist’s dream (or 
nightmare), It held almost every 
known type of burial, some pri- 
mary (burials made when the| 


dle burials of the large bones only, 
cremations of two types, including 
those buried in pottery vessels. 


PRIMARY BURIALS 


In most primary burials, skel- 
etons were lying on the right side, 
with flexed knees and arms bent 
double, heads toward the South. 
Larson says these flesh burials 
were probably wrapped in mats or 
skins. 

Contrary to the belief that In- 
dians always buried a man’s be- 
longings with him, there were few 
goods found with the burials. The 
pottery had been broken, either by 
the weight of the earth or constant 
traffic of people and animals over 
it. Two pipes, a number of beads, 
some ear ornaments shaped like 
large pins, a tiny soapstore figur- 
ine and a bone dagger, were about 
all. According to Larson, Tiffany 
would not be interested in the 
pearls. Crudely drilled, they are 
soft as powder. 


The excavations have drawn 
constant visitors, many of whom 
returned day after day in order to 
be on hand when the central shell 
core was opened. At last the great 
day arrived, many hours of most 
careful digging and brushing lev- 
elled the mound. It turned out to 
be a dud. Larson says it apparently 
was just an old shell heap around 
which the Guale found it conven- 
ient to bury their dead.

For Girls’ School 


“Criticism,” said Matthew Arnold, “is 

a disinterested endeavour to learn and 

‘propagate the best that is known and 
thought throughout the world.” 

' By way of criticism of the Georgia 
Training School for Girls, The Atlanta 
Constitution sent Celestine Sibley to learn 
and report on what is good about the 
corresponding institution in Florida. Her 
series of five articles on the Florida Indus- 
trial School at Ocala appeared in The 
Constitution last week. 

. By contrast the report showed the woe- 
‘ful inadequacies of what Georgia has in 
‘the way of an institution intended to re- 
‘form and rehabilitate delinquent girls. 

Coincident with the conclusion of the 
‘Ocala report, the Fulton County Grand 
Jury described the Georgia school as “~~ 
‘shame to the state” . . . buildings deplo- 
‘rable and educational program lacking. 

’ The Sibley series and the‘ jury find- 
‘ing have been followed by encouraging 
‘statements from Alan Kemper, state wel- 
fare director, and Bill Ireland, training 
schools superintendent. They promise the 
‘immediate spending of $30,000 on the ren- 
‘ovation of buildings. They plan tennis 
courts and other play facilities and, what 
‘is most important, a vocational and aca- 
‘demic program by June. 

We.commend the welfare officiais for 
the open-minded alacrity with which they 
have responded to the revelation of the 
shortcomings at the girls’ school. 

But we hope the pat on the back is 
strong enough to become a push. The new 
outlook on the school must be no tem- 
porary enthusiasm. The $30,000 renova- 
‘tion must mean the beginning of a long- 
range and continuous building program 
‘that will give the place what it needs in 
equipment and personnel.

Will Chestnut Trees 
Again Dot Landscape? 


We note with delight that the chest- 
nut tree, which once dotted our fields and 
forests from coast to coast, is making a 
comeback. The current issue of the Geor- 
gia Department of Commerce reports. that 
the trees are again appearing in the north 
Georgia mountains and that chestnut or- 
chards are growing in numbers. 

Until the turn of the century, the tree 
was popular for a variety of uses and 
especially for its fruit. About 1904 a dis- 
ease called chestnut blight struck and 
within a few years only dead trunks 
remained. The destruction was thorough 
and complete. 

Now a_ blight resistant tree has been 
developed. Last year in north Georgia 
several thousand cords‘ of pulpwood was 
harvested. The Southeastern Chestnut 
Growers Association was organized in 1952 
and its members are devoted to a refor- 
estation of chestnut trees. 

In Peach County, the Commerce De- 
partment says, two brothers, William J. 
and Clyde Wilson, have gome 2,000 seed- 
lings: and 300 grafted trees already at 
work.

J. Kirwan (R-Ohio), ‘‘is something 
America should be ashamed of.”’ 


RED VISITORS 


Rep. Ben F. Jensen (R-Iowa), 
chairman of the interior bill sub- 
committee, recalled that some 
years ago visitors from Russia 
had gone to the Navajo reserva- 
tion and had brought cameras, 
and added:

Asked; Patronage Blasted 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (INS) —A special committee urged 
sweeping changes today in the government’s census-taking system 
and spoke out against the use of census jobs as political plums. 


The nine-member study group, 
which submitted its findings to 
Secretary of Commerce Weeks. 


recommended that more intensive 
surveys be made of U.S. business 
and industry. It suggested small 
sample censuses of agriculture 
each year instead of the 10-year 
surveys now made, 


The committee, headed by 
Ralph J. Watkins, research di- 
rector for Dun and Bradstreet, 
Inc., estimated its recommenda- 
tions would cut census costs by 
four million dollars during the 
1960's.

necessary. However, the commit- 
tee found the physical condition 
of the buildings deplorable; also 
found that no educational pro- 
gram of any’nature was in effect. 
They further found that the girls 
are locked in separate rooms at 
night, and in case of fire, it 
would create a tremendous haz- 
ard for the safety of the inmates. 
It is obvious that the detention 
buildings do not comply with the 
State Fire Code and should be 
remedied immediately. It is a 
shame that the sovereign State 
é6f Georgia has in it a detention 
home for juvenile girls, such as 
this, where no sign of progress 
can be seen after all these years, 
but only gradual deterioration in 
morale and physical equipment. 
It is the recommendation of this 
Grand Jury that all succeeding 
grand juries continue studying 
operations and conditions at the 
Georgia Training School for Girls 
until this institution has become 
a matter of pride rather than 
shame. 


PRISON CAMPS 

A committee made a complete 
inspection of the various prison 
camps of Fulton County and has 
no recommendation for improve- 
ment of these institutions. It fur- 
ther feels that Mr. Carl Mills and 
his assistants are doing an excel- 
lent job and are to be commend- 
ed for their work in operation of 
these camps. 


ALMS HOUSE 

This Grand Jury made an in- 
vestigation to determine if a less 
costly arrangement for the care 
of the residents of the Alms 
House could be made by feg@#ral 
assistance. It was the opinion of 
the committee assigned to this 
matter that at this time no sav- 
ing to the county would be made 
if federal assistance were ac- 
quired. Therefore, it is concluded 
to the best interest of the county 
to continue the Alms House oper- 
ation at its present status. 

WELFARE DEPARTMENT 
DIVERSION OF FUNDS APPRO- 
PRIATED FOR SERVICES AND 
EXPENDED FOR CAPITAL IM- 

PROVEMENTS 

It was brought to the attention 
of this body that some funds un- 
der the Welfare Department ap- 
propriation had been spent for 
capital investment in the nature 
of additional housing facilities. 
It was brought to light that full 
legal authority for this diversion 
of funds is held by the Welfare 
Department. However, the Wel- 
fare officials have advised this 
body that all future appropria- 
tions shall specify the amounts 
to be used for welfare purposes 
and the amounts that shall be 
expended for capital investment. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT 

All matters presented to us by 
the Solicitor General have re- 
ceived our thoughtful consider- 
ation and final action. We have 
been particularly impressed by 


,|the efficient and thorough man- 


ner in which the Solicitor Gen- 
eral and his staff have carried 
out their duties. In many of our 
sessions, most of the cases pre- 
sented to us had occurred within 
the previous seven days. The Po- 
lice Department of Atlanta, par- 
ticularly the Detective Depart- 
ment and the staff of the Solicitor 
General are to be commended for 
such prempt and thorough con- 
duct of their responsibilities. * 

An inquiry into the situation in 
the Fulton County Criminal Court, 
which handles misdemeanors, 
petty crimes, and non-felony state 
traffic cases, was prompted by 
the publicity following the veto 
of the bill establishing a Munici- 
pal Traffic Court. It was felt 
that we should try to determine 
the extent to which traffic cases 
are clogging the docket of that 
court and also determine the ra- 
pidity with which traffic viola- 
tions are being handled. The 
results of our inquiry are the 
subject of a special section below 
in these presentments. 

INQUIRY INTO HANDLING 

OF TRAFFIC CASES 

An inquiry into the handling of 
traffic cases in the Fulton County 
Criminal Court was initiated to 
see if a better handling of. state 
traffic cases could not be recom- 
mended. Suggestions from differ- 
ent people who appeared revolved 
around the need of the appoint- 
ment of a commission to study 
the problem and submit a prac- 
tical solution. A municipal-county 
court established to handle all 
traffic cases with division of rev- 
enues, the separation of locale of 
any traffic court from. the police 
headquarters and/or the Criminal 
Court, and the establishment of 
a complaint docket and a com- 
mitment docket supervised by the 


court itself to speed up and can-

trol prosecution, are several sug 
gestions offered. 


Lack of time prevented a full 
exploration of actual congestion 
in the office of the Solicitor for 
the Fulton County Criminal 
Court. Therefore, it is recom- 
mended. that the investigating 
Grand Jury to convene in March 
inquire in detail into the actual 
state of congestion and law en- 
forcement of all cases in the Ful- 
ton County Criminal Court. It is 
further recommended that a com- 
mission of five be appointed, one 
member by the Governor, one 
member by the Mayor, one mem- 
ber by the Solicitor of Fulton 
County Criminal Court, and two 
members selected by the four 
Fulton County members of the 
General Assembly. This com- 
mission should make a careful 
study of the handling of traffic 
cases in Fulton County and sub- 
mit recommendations to the next 
Legislature for a practical solu- 
tion in this congested county. 


. TRAFFIO 
Recognizing that one of the 
most urgent problems of the At- 
lanta Metropolitan area is that 
of making the maximum use of 
the area’s existing streets in the 
face of growing traffic conges- 
tion, we strongly urge that stud- 
ies which have recently been 
made should be followed up by 
appropriate action without delay. 
Reports of the Atlanta Parking 
Commission and the State Transit 
Study Committee were issued to- 
wards the end of last year and 
both stressed a finding which we 
accept and think’ should be ac- 
cepted by the entire community; 
namely, that traffic, parking and 
mass transportation must be con- 
sidered as parts of a single prob- 
lem and not as separate matters 
capable of being handled on a 
piecemeal basis. 


We are satisfied that the Traf- 
fic Department of the City of 
Atlanta and offitials of the At- 
lanta Transit System are making 
efforts to implement these recom- 
mendations which are within their 
power but little real progress can 
be made without action from city 
and county authorities. Inasmuch 
as the reports referred to and 
other studies have brought the 
problem into focus and have at 
least partly suggested ways in 
which it can be tackled, now is 
the time for action. We suggest 
that future ‘grand juries should 
require reports of progress and 
should be alive to the danger that 
excellent ground work may be 
wasted through inaction. 


AUDIT OF CITY OF ATLANTA 
BOARD OF EDUCATION 
FINANCES 
It came to the attention of this 
body that there existed some 
doubt as to whether a complete 
annual audit of the finances of 
the Atlanta Board of Education 
was being made. An investiga- 
tion showed that a complete and 
thorough audit has been made for 
each year by a reputable firm of 
certified public accountants, and 
that at the present time the State 
Auditor is making a complete 

audit of the board's finances. 


APPRECIATION 
We wish to extend our partic- 
ular thanks and appreciation to 
Mr. Walter Sentell for his cooper- 
ation and efficient helpfulness to 
this Grand Jury. 


PUBLICATION 

In view of the current interest 
in the Municipal. Traffic Court 
and the apparent added burden 
in the Fulton County Criminal 
Court due to state traffic cases, 
it is recommended that a copy of 
these presentments be sent to 
Hon. Herman Talmadge, Gover- 
nor of the State of Georgia; Hon. 
William B. Hartsfield, Mayor of 
the City of Atlanta, and Hon. 
John I. Kelley, Solicitor of the 
Fulton County Criminal Court. It 
is further recommended that each 
of these officials be urged to 


iwerk constructively toward some 


solution of the problem of dis- 
posing of traffic cases in a rapid 
and just manner, thereby freeing 
the regular Criminal Court docket 
for handling other business be- 
fore it. 

We recommend to the Court 
that these presentments be pub- 
lished in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, The Atlanta Journal, and 
the Fulton County Daily Report, 
on March 1, 1954.

phrase, fall in love with the so,nd of it as it comes rippling off 
our tongues and work it to a fare-thee well. 

Take ‘‘broken homes.’’ I don’t know who originated the term 
or what exactly they meant but this I do know: If the author of 
the term could have copyrighted it and charged a nickel for 
every time it was uttered in a public meeting he'd be a multi- 
millionaire. We have fallen in love with the term and we have 
switched things about so it is no longer money, like the Bible 
says, that is the root of all evil. It's ye good old broken home. 


The broken home has become a whipping boy for what's 
wrong with everything in the universe. Does a man cut loose 
and steal his next door neighbor's wife and car and kill off his 
children? Tut, tut, tut! He was the product of—you should par- 
don the expression—a broken home. Do children play hookey 
from school, sass the teachers, throw baseballs through the 
neighbors’ windows and steal money from their mother’s pocket- 
book? You know the cause. Not plain orneriness. No-o. Bro- 
ken homes.

Let’s examine the meaning of “‘broken home.”’ Pinned down, 
the usual speaker will say he means a home where the parents 
are divorced or one or the other is dead. He may throw in pov- 
erty and immorality if the parents live, in which case I think 
he should call it a lousy home instead of a broken one. In justice 
to all the lone parents who are struggling single-handedly to rear 
their children, seems to me we should be a little more specific 
about our designations. 

The loose usage of the term ‘‘broken home’’ is causing a lot 
of lone mothers and fathers to break out in cold terror at the 
way the cards are stacked against them. You get the idea there's 
no use to hope, your children haven't a chance, your home is 
broken. Death or divorce broke your home up so you might as 
well eat worms and die. 


And that fs plain tommyrot. Some of the finest men and 
women who ever grew up in this country came from so-called 
broken homes. Alexander Hamilton was illegitimate. Abraham 
Lincoln was reared by a stepmother. (Poor fellow, think of the 
insecurity he must have suffered!) George Washington's father 
died before the Father of Our Country was 12 years old. Illness 
and poverty ‘‘broke’’ Robert E. Lee’s home. His father left home 
when that great American was 6 years old and died on his way 
back from the West Indies five years later. Little Robert could 
scarcely remember what his father Icoked like and should have 
been terribly twisted up inside, having to grow up with only a 
mother to guide him. 


Thomas Jefferson's father died when he was 14 years old and 
Andrew Jackson’s father died before he was born. Poor little old 
* Stonewall Jackson was left a penniless orphan when he was 3 
years old. History is full of examples like that of Christopher 
Gustavus Memminger, secretary of the Confederate treasury, 
who came to this country from Germany and was reared in an 
orphanage.

The plain truth is thet the number of parents a child has is 


not so important as the kind of parents he has. Sometimes I 
think a home would be far better if one or both parents got out 
and left a disinterested stranger in charge. Anyway, I'm tired 
of hearing about broken homes. How about unfit homes, for a 
change?

Most Headaches 
Are Functional 


Headaches are miserable and 
when severe and recurrent, have 
many economical and social im- 
plications. 

The headachy person tends to 
brood and worry over trifles and 
blames his insomnia, lack of ap- 
petite, or loss of energy and 
sexual function on his head con- 
dition. 

His activities are limited be- 
cause overwork or stress brings 
on pain. These factors all reduce 
efficiency and earning power 
which in turm aggravates head- 
ache and fosters a vicious cycle. 

Most structures within the skull 
are insensitive to pain. The blood 
vessels and a few nerves are the 
exceptions; pain arises when 
they are distended, stretched, 
displaced, inflamed, or pressed 
upon by tumor or hemorrhage. 

A statistical analysis of many 
hundreds of headache victims 
usually shows a brain lesion or 
sinus or eye trouble in only 15 
to 20 per cent. 

With the remainder, functional 
or nervous causes lead to tempor- 
ary alterations in the caliber of 
the blood vessels or scalp mus- 
cles. In this group are included 
migraine, vascular, and tension 
headaches. 

In vascular and migraine head- 
aches, the arteries of the brain 
dilate to produce a throbbing 
pain. When true migraine exists, 


distress may be preceded by 
visual disorders and is likely to 
be limited to one side of the head. 


Nausea and vomiting occur and 


many sufferers have a family 
history of migraine or an allergic 
background. Nitroglycerine is 
used as a diagnostic test because 
its administration induces an at- 
tack. Ergot compounds offer re- 
lief when given early and other 
remedies include cafergot, 
valoctin, and fiornal. 

Vascular headaches, resulting 
from dilatation of the blood ves- 
sels, often are brought on by 
anxiety, depression, and stress 
and are intensified by heat, hun- 
ger, or an alcoholic drink. 

Head pain from neck disorders, 
the third most common variety 
of headache, generally stems 
from arthritis of the spine or 
rheumatism of the neck muscles. 

Headache from. sinus and 
visual disorders is not as preva- 
lent as many have been led to
